Last year, under Don Adm iral, a Desert Mu­ 
seum of great inte rest to residents and visitors 
was m aintained in the Plaza.

o f Palm Springs really desire the opportunity 
fo r them selves and visitors of learning about the 
desert, its geology and history, its plants and 
anim al life and the location of its many points 
o f interest. 


A suggestion has been made th a t an organ­ 
ization be created to continue the Museum w ith 
a large m em bership and an annual fee of five 
dollars to take care of necessary expense ap­ 
p urtenan t to all activities.

W hat is your reaction? 
Have you any other 
suggestions? 
We are ready to do our part. 
If 
th ere is sufficient interest and practical support, 
we can successfully go ahead. 
If th is does not 
exist, we propose to disband the non -p rofit cor­ 
poration, the Palm Springs Desert Museum. 
Let us know — any one of us— by letter, or in 
person, w h a t you th in k so th a t we can make a 
decision in accordance w ith the desire of Palm 
Springs.

IN DEFENSE OF MODERN ART 


Mr. W. Charles Tanner, in these columns 
last week, expressed him self regarding the m od­ 
ern a rt invasion of Palm Springs. 
His use of 
such words as “ appalling-’ and “ lu rid ” lead one 
to suppose th a t he doesn’t like it. 


He seemed sure th a t M r. Spencer Kellogg. 
Jr., who sponsored the exhibit in the Plaza, 
could take a ribbing on the subject of modern 
a rt in general and his exhibition in particular, 
so I presume M r. Tanner w on’t-b e offended if 
I speak my mind as fra n k ly as he has. 


In the firs t place, I though t the purpose of 
Mr. T an ner’s protest was a little obscure. 
I 
couldn't decide w h eth er he was simply irked 
w ith m odern a rt as a whole or w hether he was 
annoyed because an active patron of art in Palm 
Springs should give a boost to the moderns. 


Mr. Tanner states th a t he has long hoped 
Palm Springs m ig h t find an 
a rt patron who 
would contribute to m aking it a center of a rt 
interest. 
Surely 
Mrs. 
Nellie Coffm an, who 
sponsored The Desert Inn Gallery, should rig h t­ 
fully be considered a patron of im portance, not 
only in Palm Springs but to Riverside county. 
Mrs. Coffm an, incidently, is conservative in her 
a rt tastes, but she has never closed The Desert 
Inn Gallerv doors to modern a rt! 


Every academic or conservative a rtis t has at 
one tim e expressed his distaste fo r modern art. 
I fancy his reaction to it is much like the horse­ 
m an’s when autom obiles made th e ir appearance. 
He just didn’t like the idea! 
Nowadays we ack­ 
n o w le d g e the im portance of the auto but we 
still find a place in our hearts for horses. 
Both 
have a place . . . . and so it should be w ith the 
various schools of a rt. 
Surely a broad person 
w ill not lim it him self to a single phase of a rt 
when there are so many to choose from . 


It seems to me th a t the problem facing the 
a rt world today is not one of Conservative Real­ 
ism versus Modern A rt but one of Good A rt 
versus Bad A rt in all schools. 
Those conserva­ 
tives who are interested in raising the standard 
of art production could well spend th e ir tim e ra il­ 
ing the bad painters in th e ir own field and let 
the m odernists take care of th e ir own. 
This, 
of course, always raises the interesting question 
of “ who is to be the judge?" 
Several conversations w ith Mr. Tanner have 
illustrated to me th a t his opinion and mine do 
not always agree when it comes to judging the 
m erits of conservative painting. 
Therefore, I 
should hardly expect him to agree w ith me in 
my choice of w hat is good in wodern art. Never­ 
theless, there is much in modern a rt which 
pleases me as an individual, and I shall take 
pleasure in th a t and leave to posterity the th a n k ­ 
less task of picking out which shall rem ain to 
go down in history as great art. 
Indivdiuals, I believe, have little rig h t to make 
a sweeping condem nation of any creative a t­ 
tem pt. 
Fortunately such people have little or 
no influence upon the efforts of creative persons 
who w ork to advance the sum of human know l­ 
edge and appreciation. 
If they had fe lt such 
criticism , then Pasteur would have dropped his 
experim ents in the saving of human life by in- 
noculation, the W rig h t brothers would have 
stayed on the ground and Van Gogh would prob­ 
ably have destroyed the paintings w hich were 
so many years w a itin g for the recognition they 
so richly deserved. 
The modern a rtis t is strivin g for a new field 
of expression. 
If a person w ill acknowledge the 
possibility th a t there may be som ething in it and 
try to understand ilnstead of condem ning the 
effort, a finer a rt appreciation will be developed 
and a broader field of enjoym ent. 
Congratulations to Mr. Spencer Kellogg. Jr., 
for a te llin g addition to the a rt interest in Palm 
Springs. 
If he has done nothing else, he has 
stirred up a controversy; and th a t is a healthy 
condition which leads to balance and perspec­ 
tive.

It is safe to say that hardly 
anyone in this audience is satis­ 
fied at all points. Whether he 
seems to be moving forward, 
slipping backward, or is at a 
standstill; whether he is going 
through life with religious fervor, 
or as a devotee of agnosticism or 
of atheism; whether he is utterly 
disheartened, satisfied with mate­ 
rial existence, or doggedly doing 
the best he knows against odds, 
Christian Science has something 
illuminating and practical to of­ 
fer him. 
Have not all here this one thing 
in common: a desire for health, 
stability, sufficiency, happiness; 
for something beyond the haz­ 
ards of daily living; for a defi­ 
nite, worthy purpose in life, and 
the understanding of how to carry 
it into effect? Christian Science 
develops, directs, and fulfills this 
desire. It teaches us how to learn 
that which is deeply profitable, 
spiritually and humanly, and how 
to drop that which is profitless.

It is the law of 
perfect Mind, in which there is 
no mental imperfection. It is the 
law ol divine Love-, in which 
there is no hate. It is pure truth 
as stated by Christ Jesus. In Mrs.

What Is God? 
The vital question is "What is 
God?”

“good," not as an adjective, but 
as a noun.

Christian Science is helpful to the 
most advanced professor and the 
youngest scholar. Where needed, 
it removes the stigma of limited 
ability, and also the fear of men­ 
tal breakdown and failure. It 
teaches one how to utilize the 
measureless and unerring intelli­ 
gence of the one divine Mind. 
Young students of Christian 
Science find that their academic 
standard is improved, and that 
their social contacts arc protected 
from demoralizing influences. In 
the rush of school, college, and so­ 
cial life, they find Christian Sci­ 
ence a calming influence. They 
prove that it is possible and deep­ 
ly beneficial to dwell on eternal 
facts in the midst of temporal 
activities. Intelligence 
In Christian Science we learn 
the art of intelligent thought- 
censorship; we develop it enjoy- 
ably and use it profitably. True 
intelligence, a quality of divine 
Mind, God, is never subject to 
mental strain, moods or melan­ 
choly, lear or suffering. The only 
genuine mental condition is the 
condition of divine Mind. That 
which is not God's manifestation 
is not your true nature. On this 
basis Christian Science treatment 
is healing insanity and other hu­ 
man afflictions. 
As you understand that all true 
intelligence is derived from one 
infinite Mind, God, you will not 
be the dupe of personal conceit 
or personal dejection; for 
you 
will know that there is nothing 
great in mortal personality and 
nothing puny in spiritual indi­ 
viduality. Tlie true selfhood of 
each one, as an idea of divine 
Mind, is spiritually intelligent, 
serenely pure, universally loving. 
However much or however lit­ 
tle you know about Christian Sci­ 
ence, set yourself this twofold 
task: to understand more of God, 
the divine Principle of your be­ 
ing, and to be true to what you 
understand. This is the way of 
harmony and emancipation. If 
something discordant tempts you, 
at once ask yourself. Is it intelli­ 
gent? Whatever you understand 
of this talk on Christian Science, 
you understand through intelli­ 
gence. The physical ear records 
the sound of words, not t h e i r 
meaning. Christ Jesus said to 
those who understood and loved 
¡ his teachings, "Blessed are . . . 
iyour ears, for they hear." And 
1 Christian Science says this 
to 
each one of you. 
The Bible 
By many the Bible is regarded 
with theoretical rather than prac­ 
tical respect. By others it is view ­ 
ed with materialistic doubt due, 


i m part, tu modern rationalism, 
I which subordinates spiritual in­ 
' spiration to documentary data. 
Tliis attitude toward the B i b l e 
freezes the spirit of Christianity, 
and discounts both past and pres­ 
ent-day evidence of the healing 
and redeeming power of the Word 
of God. without any human or 
material means. 
Perhaps Christ 
Jesus, 
the 
founder of Christianity, foresaw 
this resistance to the Word of 
God when he declared with irre­ 
futable authority, "Heaven and 
earth shall pass away, but my 
words shall not pass away.” To­ 
day his immortal statements are 
being more fully understood, and 
the healing ministry he inaugur­ 
ated has been revived in Chris­ 
tian Science. Stamped on the cov­ 
ers of Christian Science literature 
arc' his commands: "Heal the sicic. 
Raise the dead. Cleanse the lep­ 
ers. Cast out demons.” 
Christ Jesus 
Although Jesus walked among 
men in the valley of human 
needs, his thoughts rested in the 
heights of divine Mind He was 
neither dismayed nor deceived by 


the evidence of sin, disease, and 
death, because his pure cons­ 
ciousness was inseparable from 
Christ, Truth. Hence he was call­ 
ed Christ Jesus, that is, Jesus 
the Christ. 
In “Science and 
Health with Key to the Scrip­ 
tures" (p. 332) Christ is referred 
to as “the true idea voicing good, 
the divine message from God to 
men speaking to the human cons­ 
ciousness." 
Through this same 
Christ, each one of us can receive 
the specific healing and the spir­ 
itual awakening which he needs; 
and each one of us can learn to 
speak the word that comforts. 
Had there been a shadow of 
condemnation in the thought of 
Christ Jesus toward those who 
came to him with their sins and 
their fears, their sickness, their 
helplessness, he could not have 
restored them as he did, morally 
and physically. Christ Jesus was 
able to set them free because he 
cherished in his own heart the 
purity and the liberty of the sons 
of God, and above all, because he 
reflected universal divine Love, 
in which there is no fear, no sin, 
no matter, no disease, no death. 
Multitudes were drawn to th e 
Nazarene because of the love he 
reflected. He was different from 
all other men. For this reason, 
those whom he healed of sickness 
and delivered from sin saw them­ 
selves differently from the mo­ 
ment the Christ, which illumined 
the consciousness of Jesus, touch­ 
ed theirs. This same Christ, "the 
true idea voicing good," is pres­ 
ent to touch your consciousness 
this very hour. 
Christ Jesus, who achieved 
more good than anyone else on 
earth, said, "Come unto me, all 
ye that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest." 
Without labor, Truth proves it­ 
self Truth, Life proves itself Life, 
and 
Love proves itself Love. 
Then let us take our stand for 
these proofs of the omnipresence 
and omnipotence of God, good; 
and for essentials, not nonessen­ 
tials.When Jesus was tempted in the 
wilderness by the offer of all the 
kingdoms of the world, if only he 
would fall down and worship 
Satan, that is, the carnal mind 
and materiality, he remained 
mentally erect, preferring spirit­ 
ual reflection to material posses­ 
sion.The Christian Science textbook 
elucidates his teachings so that 
all may understand and demon­ 
strate practical Christianity. 
The Christian Science Textbook 
At the mention of yet another 
textbook, some of you may recall, 
with a shudder of agreement, this 
statement in Ecclesiastes, “Of 
making many books there is no 
end; and much study is a wear­ 
iness of the flesh.” The purpose 
of this book, however, is to re­ 
lieve humanity's 
long-endured 
“weariness of the flesh.” “Science 
and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures" is the full revelation 
of the Science of being. It opens 
with a chapter called “Prayer” 
and closes with one of one hun­ 
dred pages entitled "Fruitage.” 
This last chapter is a record of 
the testimonies of a few of those 
healed through reading this text­ 
book, 
Mrs. Eddy wrote Science and 
Health after many years of pro­ 
found study of the Scriptures. She 
was moved by a deep desire to 
discover the method by which 
Christ Jesus healed and redeem­ 
ed those who sought his help. She 
was convinced that if the spirit­ 
ual law by which he worked 
could be discovered, this law 
could be utilized in our day, and 
this is exactly what is happen­ 
ing. Before publishing this work, 
the author proved the accuracy 
of its statements by healing the 
sick as Christ Jesus healed, 
through spiritual means alone. 
The faultless logic of Science and 
Health satisfies the intellect, and 
its tender spirit reaches those in 
search of comfort. 
Prayer 
With the changed concept of 
God and man, gained through our 
study of this book, our attitude 
towards prayer changes. Chris­ 
tian Science presents prayer in a 
way which appeals both to those 
who are confused as to the char­ 
acter and efficacy of prayer, and 
so are disappointed, and also to 
those hitherto prayerless. Many 


j who are grown up believe that 
j they have outgrown prayer. One 
cannot outgrow true prayer, but, 
on the contrary, must grow spir­ 
itually, in order to understand its 
scope and prove its efficacy. 
Christian Science associates pray­ 
er with the bestowals and de­ 
mands of God. divine Principle. 
Th- altitude of one’s thoughts is 
the altitude of one's prayer. High­ 
est prayer is the realization of 
spiritual perfection; and 
this 
prayer does wonders for human­ 
ity.’To some, the prayer of appeal 
to Deity seems humanly comfort­ 
ing, but the premise of this pray­ 
er is lack, not completeness; 
pleading, not praising. Does a stu­ 
dent of mathematics pray to the 
principle of mathematics? No, he 
St ts himself to grasp and prove 
its rules. Spiritual prayer is aglow 
with the beauty of holiness, and 
strong with the strength of divine 
Principle. The spirit of confi­ 
dence, peace, gratitude, hallows 
true prayer. Prayer in Christian 
Science is the spiritual under­ 
standing and inspiration we have 
made our own. The more exalt­ 
ed our prayer, the more definite 
its fruitage. 
The Christlike purity of Jesus 
and his abundant love inspired 
his affirmative prayer, “I and my 
Father are one.” This everlast­ 
ing oneness of Mind and its ideas 
is your refuge from harm. If at 
times discord seems to be rush­ 
ing in on you, and dominion to 
be slipping from you, you can 
prayerfully realize this truth of 
your God-bestowed individuality, 
namely, "I and my Father are 


one.” Rejoice in this oneness and 
you will reap the fruits of your 
rejoicing. 
Supply 
Christian Science has some­ 
thing practical to say on the vital 
question of financial supply for 
daily needs. 
It 
directs 
our 
thought to fundamental spiritual 
facts on which we may build sub­ 
stantially, and thereby eliminate 
fear and want from our thought 
and our experience. Some of you 
may wonder, perhaps, how the 
understanding of this Science 
which denies materiality brings 
material 
necessities, such 
as 
home, clothing, food, into evi­ 
dence. The answer is that every 
demonstration in Christian Sci­ 
ence, whether of health, daily 
supply, intelligence, employment, 
oi happiness, is based on the spir­ 
itual understanding of creator 
and creation. In Science and 
Health Mrs. Eddy writes (p. 390), 
“It is our ignorance of God, the 
divine Principle, which produces 
apparent discord, and the right 
understanding of Him restores 
harmony.” Ignorance of God is 
remediable, and so is poverty, one 
of its consequences. Accompany­ 
ing poverty there is usually a 
sense of fear, morose calculation 
about ways and means, envy of 
another’s abundance, and in some 
cases, a rankling sense of injus­ 
tice and resentment. 
Once I was called to the coun­ 
try to see a woman who was be­ 
ginning to study Christian Sci­ 
ence, and who was very anxious 
about ways and means for her­ 
self and her children. I gently 
explained to her that abundance, 
not poverty, is the creator’s pro­ 
vision for all creation, and that 
man as the image of God ex­ 
presses the affluence of good and 
all the heavenly qualities of di­ 
vine Love with which he is in­ 
finitely supplied. I sought to show 
her that no belief of lack had 
ever touched the consciousness of 
man, and that, as she understood 
and proved her relation to God, 
good, she would have the evi­ 
dence of supply in practical ways. 
But she listened stonily, still 
haunted by the ghost of lack. 
Being very desirous of helping 
her, I then said that one strug­ 
gling with poverty might easily 
be tempted to envy another’s pos­ 
sessions. Thereupon she broke in, 
‘I have never been envious!” So 
I said no more, and we went for 
a stroll down a country lane. 
Presently we skirted the edge of 
a private estate. Noticing a big 
field planted with celery, she 
stopped and exclaimed indignant­ 
ly, "There, see how some people 
have so much more than they 
can possibly need!” At this time 
she did not seem ready to face, 
and efface with divine truth, the 
envy and other disagreeable feel­ 
ings which were the cause of her 
poverty. 
Can you and I accept this mor­ 
tal picture of a self-deceived per­ 
son standing there envying some­ 
one’s field of celery, or, shall we 
say, envying someone's success 
and fortune, or someone’s health, 
or someone's home and hap­ 
piness? We cannot. Envy is an 
impoverishing but totally unreal 
suggestion of the carnal mind. 
Envy implies possession by others 
of something we lack. Through 
our study of Christian Science 
the egotistical belief in personal 
wealth or personal poverty fades 
out in the light of the one Ego, 
the Father-Mother, God, In the 
measure in which he cherishes 
universal love in his conscious­ 
ness, 
the 
Christian 
Scientist 
learns to overcome poverty in 
his human experience. 
From the human standpoint 
there is much to deplore. From 
the spiritual standpoint there is 
everything for all to enjoy. The 
human extremes of poverty and 
wealth can be adjusted only 
through the understanding and 
demonstration of one divine Prin­ 
ciple, and its impartial benef­ 
icence. 
Many impoverish themselves 
mentally and financially without 
realizing that they are doing so. 
For instance, having written a 
check and subtracted the sum on 
your stub, are you then apt to 
think, "Now I have that much less 
in the bank; and if nothing comes 
in, I shall be still poorer next 
i time I have to write a check”? 
This mental subtraction is dcplet- 
ing. While it is often useful to 
| keep an account of expenditure, 
| it is a mistake to picture your 
I resources dwindling to vanishing 
point. Job said, "For the thing 
which I greatly feared is come 
upon me." 
So, when you have made a 
legitimate expenditure, realize 
that you have gained something 
in exchange for what you have 
spent, and that you are not im­ 
poverished but enriched by this 
visible token of supply. 
What appear to the physical 
senses as money, land, a material 
dwelling, clothing, food, and so 
forth, are but shadows of real 
substance. When we look consis­ 
tently to divine Mind, the source 
of true supply, we shall not lack 
daily necessities. Infinite Love is 
present to furnish a table in the 
wilderness for one and all. The 
claim of human poverty is a 
libel on God, good. You will, I 
believe, find it very helpful to 
dwell on these lines in the Chris­ 
tian Science Hymnal (No. 250): 
“Our gratitude is riches, 
Complaint is poverty. . . . 
“O, life from joy is minted, 
An everlasting gold, 
True gladness is the treasure 
That grateful hearts will hold.” 
You cannot overdraw on the 
infinite resources which are yours 
through your individual reflec­ 
tion of universal Love. Therefore 
give your mental consent only to 
that which is true about God and 
His likeness. Be true to divine 
Truth, and to your true selfhood. 
This is the way of liberty, which 


Mrs. Eddy has made plain in our 
day. 
Mary Baker Eddy and Prophecy 
Her life is a record of the pow­ 
er of divine Love. Sibyl Wilbur, 
in her biography of Mary Baker 
Eddy, gives a touching example 
of this in the following incident 
in Mrs. Eddy’s childhood. An es­ 
caped lunatic had invaded th e 
schoolyard, brandishing a club 
and terrifying the children, who 
ran shrieking into the house. The 
biography reads: "Mary Baker 
advanced toward him, and the 
children, peering through th e 
windows, saw him wield the club 
above her head. . . . She walked 
straight up to the man and took 
his disengaged hand. The club 
descended harmlessly to his side. 
At her request he walked with 
her to the gate and so, docilely, 
away.” 
. 
Here we glimpse in the child 
the courage, the love, the minis­ 
tering spirit which matured in 
the woman and which enabled 
her to reveal to humanity the 
way of liberation from the insan­ 
ity of evil. What gave this New 
England woman the power and 
authority whereby she became 
the revelator of Truth in this age, 
and the Discoverer and Founder 
of Christian Science? What won 
her the confidence, respect, and 
love of her early and later fol­ 
lowers? What caused them to ac­ 
cept her as the Leader of the 
Christian Science movement? In 
large measure it was her under­ 
standing of the relation of Chris­ 
tian Science to Scriptural proph­ 
ecy. Jesus referred to the "leaven, 
which a woman took, and hid in 
three measures of meal, till the 
whole was leavened.” Of the ful­ 
fillment of this prophecy Mrs. 
Eddy writes in Science and 
Health (p. 118): "Ages pass, but 
this leaven of Truth is ever at 
work. It must destroy the entire 
mass of error, and so be eter­ 
nally glorified in man's spiritual 
freedom.” 
Christ Jesus, giving to human­ 
ity as much of divine Truth as 
could be understood in that day, 
stated prophetically: "I have yet 
many things to say unto you, but 
ye cannot bear them now. How- 
beit when he, the Spirit of truth, 
is come, he will guide you into all 
truth: . . . and he will shew you 
things to come.” This prophecy 
is fulfilled in Christian Science. 
Again we find the relation of 
this Science to prophecy in the 
book of Revelation, where refer­ 
ence is made to "another mighty 
angel . . . and he had in his 
hand a little book open.” In the 
Christian Science textbook, the 
full revelation of divine Science 
is open for all to read and under­ 
stand. 
Nothing less than the most ex­ 
alted spiritual vision combined 
with human self-sacrifice could 
have enabled Mrs. Eddy to carry 
through her triple task as Dis­ 
coverer, Founder, and 
Leader, 
over a period of forty-five years. 
Mrs. Eddy was born and reared 
in New England at the time when 
several advanced thinkers, 
in­ 
cluding Bronson Alcotf and Em­ 
erson, were reaching out for a 
higher philosophy. Their beauti­ 
ful writings brought a measure of 
enrichment. Yet, whereas t h e y 
groped for the truth of being, 
Mary Baker Eddy grasped, ex­ 
pounded, and demonstrated it. 
Imbued with the strength of 
Spirit, she remained unshaken by 
the storms of opposition which 
broke over her with the appear­ 
ing of the Christian Science text­ 
book, in 1875, and which raged 
the more when she preached, 
gave public lectures, and it be­ 
came known that she was heal­ 
ing the sick by spiritual means 
alone. 
It would be impossible to cal­ 
culate the number of diseased, 
distressed, demented, dishearten­ 
ed individuals whom Christian 
Science has led, and is leading, 
out of iniquity and suffering into 
what Mrs. Eddy in Science and 
Health (pp. 226, 227) calls “the 
land of Christian Science, where 
fetters fall and the rights of man 
are fully known and 
acknow­ 
ledged. ’’ 
Healing 
By most people, righteousness 
is thought of as mental, an d 
health as physical. If health were 
physical, it would have no con­ 
nection with God, Spirit. But in 
Christian Science. Spirit, God, is 
recognized as the invariable fount 
of the health of man. 
Healing in Christian Science 
differs basically from 
that of 
medical methods. 
Nevertheless, 
Christian Scientists respect and 
esteem the fine men and women 
who, with touching unselfishness 
and practical skill, give 
their 
lives to benefit humanity and al­ 
leviate suffering. 
Healing in Christian Science is 
based on the truth underlying the 
words and the works of Christ 
Jesus, the greatest Healer the 
world has ever known. Hypno­ 
tism and human will-power, be­ 
ing on a level with the mortal 
error they seek to correct, are 
never employed in Christian •Sci­ 
ence. 
Scientifically 
speaking, 
there is but one Mind and one 
divine will, the will of God, good. 
Christian Science heals through 
the operation of spiritual law, 
which nullifies so-called 
man- 
made laws of sin, disease, and 
decrepitude. Matter and 
fear 
cannot arrest the perfect opera­ 
tion of spiritual law. Matter be­ 
liefs are only insubstantial men­ 
tal shadows due to ignorance of 
infinite, indestructible substance. 
Disease is one of the mental 
shadows thrown on the body; and 
disease need never be feared, be­ 
cause real substance is the re­ 
flection of Life and Love, which 
nothing can destroy or disturb. 
Man’s 
real health is spiritual, 
substantial, invariable. 
Christian Science frees the sick 
from fear through divine Love. 
Fear is not God-made; it is a 
human superstition. Fear is never 
entertained about anything real, 


and it never touches anything 
real. You need not be afraid ot 
fears you have not yet fully mas­ 
tered. You will master them as 
you develop your understanding 
and reflection of divine Love, 
which knows no fear. 
What and where is health? Mrs. 
Eddy makes this statement (Mis­ 
cellaneous Writings, p. 298): The 
true consciousness is the true 
health.” In healing the sick, 
Christian Science deals directly 
and only with the consciousness 
of the one in need. The physical 
body cannot obstruct the healing 
power of Truth and Love, oper­ 
ating in consciousness. 
If you 
wanted to straighten the arched 
spine of a frightened or indignant 
cat, would you doctor its spine? 
If you wanted to change a per­ 
son’s facial redness begotten of 
anger, or his sudden pallor due 
to fear, would you do anything 
to the face? No, for you would 
recognize these physical phenom­ 
ena as the result of mental dis­ 
turbances. Sin and disease have 
no place in the consciousness of 
spiritual man. Health and purity, 
abiding in divine Mind, are not 
at the mercy of matter. 
Divine Love dispels fear. Paul 
wrote to Timothy, “God hath not 
given us the spirit of fear; but of 
power, and of love, and of a sound 
mind.” Power! Love! 
A sound 
Mind! The one divine Mind is 
.sound. The one power is good. 
The one Love is omnipotent. 
Jesus said to the deaf and 
dumb man: "Ephphatha, that is, 
Be opened. And straightway his 
ears were opened, and the string 
of his tongue was loosed, and he 
spake plain.” "Be opened”! This 
is the ringing call of Christian 
Science. It says to you. Cease 
cloistering your thought in fear, 
suffering, sorrow, in self-indul­ 
gence of the senses, deaf to the 
reality of your being, tongue-tied 
by the age-old superstition of 
evil!This loosening of thought from 
material bondage has a healing 
effect physically. I heard a testi­ 
mony 
given in The Mother 
Church in Boston by a young 
man who told the congregation 
he used to stammer so badly that 
for eighteen years he could not 
speak plainly, even to his par­ 
ents. Christian Science 
healed 
him. His delivery was fluent and 
melodious. 
“Be opened”! Open wide the 
door of your consciousness to the 
joyous freedom of Truth, as you 
would throw open the windows 
of your house to spring sunshine. 
Church 
In order to make the healing 
and redeeming power of Chris­ 
tian Science widely available, 
Mrs. Eddy, in 1879 established 
The Mother Church, The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in 
Boston. She states, in her Church 
Manual (p. 17), that this Church 
is "designed to commemorate the 
word and works of our Master, 
which should reinstate primitive 
Christianity and its lost element 
of healing." 
A great change has taken place 
in religious opinion since the es­ 
tablishment of this Church, which 
now has branches all over the 
world. Prejudice against Chris­ 
tian Science, and indifference, are 
giving way to eager inquiry. 
Church edifices in this organiza­ 
tion represent the gratitude of 
those whom Christian Science 
has blessed. 
They are visible 
proofs of the efficacy of its teach­ 
ings. But the real Church, de­ 
scribed in Science and Health (p. 
583) as “the structure of Truth 
and Love,” is in consciousness 
and is not visible to the physi­ 
cal senses. This Church is built 
on the Rock, Christ. It is as im­ 
pregnable as Truth, as everlast­ 
ing as divine Principle. 
The Healing of Ignorance 
Having perceived that, scienti­ 
fically speaking, evil has no crea­ 
tor, no actual cause, you may ask. 
Then how is it there are so many 
evil effects? Christian Science re­ 
plies that this is due to the mor­ 
tal or carnal mind referred to in 
the New Testament as “enmity 
against God.” Therefore, one who 
would develop his understanding 
of this Science must be prepared 
to surrender his belief in 
the 
reality, power, or attraction of 
this so-called mortal or carnal 
mind, for not otherwise can he 
experience the invariable purity 
and peace of righteousness. 
Ignorance of spiritual facts pre- 
j vents spiritual growth. But this 
ignorance, being negative, is not 
actually causative. Ignorance is 
not the offspring of anything, and 
it has no offspring. True cause 
and effect are Spirit and spirit­ 
ual. Every idea of divine Mind 
is endowed with measureless 
spiritual understanding. Then if 
fear, jealousy, poverty, sickness, 
or any other afflictive mortal be­ 
lief, seems to be playing havoc 
! in and around you, reject these 


j phantoms of ignorance, and in 
' every situation and condition 
I claim your divine right to spirit­ 
! ual intelligence and dominion. 
Dominion is usually thought of 
i as the dominion of good over 
evil. But since this human con­ 
cept of dominion implies the 
presence of both good and evil, 
this is not the scientific interpre­ 
tation of dominion. Dominion is 
referred to in the first chapter of 
Genesis, where there is no men­ 
tion of evil. In its spiritual signi­ 
fication, dominion is unchalleng­ 
ed power derived from God. 
Perfection, Completeness 
Progress in Christian Science 
brings to light man’s perfect, 
complete individuality. Spiritual 
man is eternally conscious of per­ 
fection, completeness. 
The moon appearing as a cres­ 
cent is not an incomplete moon, 
but incompletely seen because of 
its position with regard to the 
sun and the earth. Material sense 
seems to veil from us our per­ 
fection as Mind's ideas, but our 
true identity, 
which 
includes 
righteousness and health, is for­ 


ever complete. No human being 
can either establish or dis-estab- 
lish the perfection and oneness 
of Mind and its ideas. Then do 
not regard your God-given per­ 
fection as a distant goal, to be 
reached after what is termed 
death, but as the present and 
eternal reality of your being. Sci­ 
ence and Health states (p. 290) 
that "perfection is gained only 
by perfection.” “Out of Zion, the 
perfection of beauty, God hatlj^ 
shined.” It is only by looking o t" « 
from the one perfect God th a ^ 
we can behold the one all-em­ 
bracing perfection. 
Peace 
In this era of enlightenment, 
men are looking for the estab­ 
lishment of peace by peaceful 
means. Universal peace is human­ 
ity's great expectancy, great ob­ 
jective. This objective will be at­ 
tained through the ceaseless op­ 
eration of God's law of unity— 
the divinely established unity of 
good. The peace of perfect Prin­ 
ciple will become apparent in 
human experience through our 
purposeful and patient co-opera­ 
tion in the interests of universal 
concord. 
Divine 
Principle 
is 
demonstrable, not debatable. 
Friction between individuals, 
groups, nations, is caused by be- - 
lief in the pernicious influence | 
and contagion of so-called mortal 
mind. This unreal mind is hu­ 
manity's one foe, and it is always 
the foe of peace. But the falsity 
of mortal mind is exposed in 
Christian Science, and its ficti­ 
tious reign is drawing to a close. 
The stronghold of peace is the 
one perfect Mind, and this peace 
is never invaded. “Be ye all of 
one mind,” Peter admonished. 
Christian Science goes further 
and states this absolute truth: Ye 
be all of one Mind. 
The Christian Scientist who 
consistently and joyously obeys 
the demands of divine Principle 
as far as he apprehends them has 
peace in his own heart and be­ 
holds the appearing of universal 
peace.

We are individual peacemakers 
in so far as we are proving in our 
innermost thoughts, in our char­ 
acters, our feelings, and in our 
lives, the unifying, harmonizing 
peace of the divine Principle, 
Love. Mrs. Eddy states in “The 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
and Miscellany” (p. 279), “The 
Principle of Christian Science 
demonstrates peace.” 
Salvation 
This Science takes issue with 
the thought of future salvation. 
The keynote of present salvation 
is this redemptive statement of 
Christ Jesus: “God sent not his 
Son into the world to condemn 
the world; but that the world 
through him might be saved.” 
Christian Sc i e n c e condemns 
mortal mind, not persons. Its con­ 
demnation of all error is a law of 
liberation to the human race. 
Mrs. Eddy states in“Unity of 
Good” (p. 59): “Salvation is as 
eternal as God.” 
In Christian Science every day 
is a day of enlightenment and 
joy, a day of salvation. “With 
joy shall ye draw water out of 
the wells of salvation.” Joy, a 
fruit of the Spirit, is unfailingly 
found when it is sincerely sought. 
In this hour you have gained, 
through Christian Science, hu­ 
manity’s friend and emancipator, 
a glimpse of your eternally estab­ 
lished righteousness, health, and 
peace, and this glimpse will ex­ 
pand into the steadfast recogni­ 
tion and demonstration of your 
true individuality. 
In bidding you farewell, I shall 
close with this statement of great 
beauty, made by Mrs. Eddy in 
"Miscellaneous Writings" (p. 383), 
in regard to Christian Science: 
“The elements of earth beat in 
vain against the immortal para­ 
pets of this Science. Erect and 
eternal, it will go on with the 
ages, go down the dim posterns 
of time unharmed, and on every 
battle-field rise higher in the es­ 
timation of thinkers and in the 
hearts of Christians."

TALKS TO LIONS 


R are paintings, books and m an­ 
uscripts valued up 
to 
$750,000, 
and having a total value of $35,­ 
000,000 to $50,000,000, are in the 
H untington Library, a t San M a­ 
rino. said 
Dr. Lindley 
Bynum, 
ethnologist and curator of the li­ 
brary, in an address before the 
Lions Club at the Desert Inn yes­ 
terday noon. 


Probably the most valuable of 
these is 
the 
famous 
painting, 
Blue Boy", the autobiography of 
Benjam in Franklin, and the only 
m anuscript in 
this 
country 
in 
C hristopher Columbus’ own hand­ 
w riting. said the speaker. 
In the library are a half million 
rare old books, including the fa­ 
mous law cases and deeds of the 
B ritish H astings family, some of 
the first printed books of the 14th 
and 15th century, printed in Eng- 
*and, early deeds w ritten in Latin 
up to the sixteenth century, some 
if them carrying seals up to 1,000 
years old. 
K ing H enry V III w as the first 
English King who signed docu­ 
m ents that are now in the library, 
probably because he w as the first 
of the line of 
kings 
who could 
write, the others having been too 
busy havnig a good tim e to learn 
to w rite, said Dr. Bynum. These 
docum ents are 
all w ritten 
by 
hand on parchm ent. 
The library has a large labra- 
tory and photostatic departm ent, 
w here faded docum ents are pho­ 
tographed by the use of infra-red 
or ultra-violet rays, and thus are 
plainly legible. 
Old 
docum ents 
and books in which 
parts w ere 
deleted by the early Spanish gov­ 
ernm ent of Mexico 
by covering 
the w riting with a very black ink 
so it could not be read, have also 
been deciphered, 
because w hen 
photographed 
under 
infra-red 
rays the original 
w riting shows 
through, and the scientists at 
H untington library can now read 
w hat had been deleted. 
Docum ents by 
Pizarro of his 
conquest of Peru are also in the 
library and can now be translat­ 
ed and read. 
O ne of the finest 
collections in the library consists 
of books and docum ents on the 
westw ard m ovem ent in America 
and the early history of Califor­ 
nia. 
The library and 
art buildings 
are located in a park of 204 acres, 
the speaker said, and are open to 
visitors from 
1:15 to 4:30 every 
day of the week except Mondays. 
It is not necessary to make re s­ 
ervations or to secure tickets in 
advance, because the library can 
accom m odate 1600 people at one 
time. 
W illiam H illery was chairm an 
of the day at T hursday’s lunch- 
n. and he 
told 
of 
the back­ 
ground of Dr. Bynum, 
who has 
spent m any years gathering rare 
books for H untington Library.

The Public’s Health 
By R. L. KAUFMAN, M. D. 
County Health Officer 


If you have betw een one and 
three colds a year, you are in 
the same boat as the great m ajor­ 
ity of people living in this coun­ 
try. Very few persons can go an 
entire year w ithout a cold. 


Affecting more people than any 
other illness, colds keep 
about 
15,000,000 Am ericans indisposed 
all the time. They cause most of 
the absenteeism from both school 
and factory, and result in an an­ 
nual economic loss of one half a 
billion dollars. This figure does 
not take in the cost of medical 
care, drugs and treatm ent of com­ 
plications arising from colds. 


A cold is due to a combination 
of three factors. You may get the 
germ, which is a filtrable virus, 
into your system, and still n o t 
come down w ith it. B ut if your 
body resistance is poor, w hether 
it be due to loss of sleep, poor 
nutrition, overw ork, w orry and 
irregular habits, and if the w eath­ 
er is unfavorable and unsettled, 
you will then most likely take ill. 


Colds are extrem ely contagious, 
in fact more so than any other 
illnesses. They are more frequent 
in cold w eather w hen people are 
apt to m ingle more closely. The 
cough or kiss of an infected per­ 
son, the use of a common cup or 
container, 
and 
the 
handshake 
with a person having a cold are 
all methods of getting it. 


Once infected, your first sym p­ 
tom is a creepy feeling a sensa- 
| tion of chilliness and a sense of 
stuffiness in the nose. This lasts 
a few hours. This stage is soon 
, followed by a frc-e flow of w atery 
I secretion from the nose, together 
with headache, fever, 
stomach 
disturbance and possibly irrita­ 
bility. Cough is often present. 


The next stage is the flow of 
: thick mucus from the nose, and a 
; more pronounced cough. 


Types of treatm ent m ust 
be 
well timed. It is better to w ith­ 
hold local nasal treatm ent in the 
early sages and w ait until the 
mucus begins to flow. Too many 
people tend to overtreat the nose 
with 
strong 
chemicals. 
Either 
mild nasal jelly, edrin 
drops, 
argyrol or neosilvel may then be 
used, preferably under a physi­ 
cian’s direction. 


If we would all rem ain at home 
and rest during an attack of a 
“cold,” not only would com plica­ 
tions such as pneum onia be re­ 
duced, 
but 
com m unity 
spread 
would be minimized. A laxative, 
plenty of fluids, light diet and 
aspirin for severe headache are 
usually all th at is needed. 


Thus far we have no tru ly ef­ 
fective 
m ethod 
of 
preventing 
colds except keeping up our bod­ 
ily vigor w ith good food, fresh 
air and 
exercise. 
Vaccines or 
“shots,” and m edicines by mouth 
are a h it and miss proposition and 
leave one w ith a false sense of 
security. They are not a guaran­ 
tee against colds. 
If your cold gets worse in spite 
of home rest and good care, call 
your doctor. You m ay be getting 
a complication, and he is the one 
person best qualified to diagnose 
and treat it.

The only successful “share-the- 
w ealth” program seems to be the 
one th at calls for “sharing-the- 
w ork” w hich produces it. 


It’s a good thing I didn’t bet 
w ith you on the length of the 
session. I said it could end in not 
over a week. As I w rite this w e 
have been here two w eeks and 
the end is not in sight; certainly 
another w eek is ahead of us. As 
we will not send a large and u n ­ 
restricted appropriation bill, con­ 
tinuing present SRA conditions, 
to the G overnor, and any m eas­ 
ure stands a chance of veto, w e 
m ay decide to stay here until we 
know definitely w hat the G ov­ 
ernor's action is to be. 


I’ll m ake another 
prediction, 
and we’ll see how I come out on 
this one; it is that the Assembly 
w ill pass the bill or a bill, re ­ 
turning the supervision of relief 
to the counties, not later t h a n 
Thursday. The action of the Sen­ 
ate was to send over the neces­ 
sary outline bills, and to allow 
discussion and hearings in the 
Assembly; this saved at least a 
w eek’s time. The hearings have 
been held and yesterday I w ork­ 
ed all afternoon w ith the m em ­ 
bers of the Assembly com m ittee 
discussing the various restrictions 
and provisions to be put into the 
bill before it goes on the floor. 
The most amusing, and p er­ 
haps the most significant feature 
in the situation, is all the furor 
about 
returning 
relief 
to 
the 
counties for local supervision. E v­ 
ery disinterested group w hich has 
investigated the problem has rec­ 
omm ended this change, including 
the 
California 
Federation 
of 
Women's Clubs, the P.-T. A., the 
League of Women Voters, various 
taxpayers' associations, the State 
Chamber, and the groups th at 
made up the coordination com­ 
m ittee on relief which w orked for 
18 months on the subject, bring­ 
ing in the report on w hich Mrs. 
Daley’s bills were based in the 
regular session. These bills called 
for "integration at both state and 
county levels," which is sim ply a 
high-brow way of saying 
w e 
w ant to cut out the duplication 
and the w aste and have 
t h e 
counties supervise relief 
under 
state supervision. As I w rite this 
at my desk, the secretary is read­ 
ing a resolution from the Inyo 
County 
Democratic 
Com m ittee 
approving the plan. 
One change has been 
m ade 
since the last letter. The atto r­ 
ney-general 
has 
given 
m e an 
opinion, the breadth of 
w hich 
may m ake it possible for us to 
w rite a m ore complete relief bill 
than we thought w e could under 
the 
term s 
of 
the 
G overnor’s 
"Proclam ation.” T hat is as 
it 
should be. We live under a form 
governm ent in w hich the Legis­ 
lature m akes the law s and the 
Executive adm inisters them , and 
for the G overnor to have, or to 
take, the pow er to say w hat the 
legislature may do or m ay not 
do, or to set arbitrary lim its in 
the call for a 
special 
session 
would be to abridge the funda­ 
m ental rights set up in the Con­ 
stitution. The G overnor m ay list 
the subjects and confine us to 
those subjects, but in the subjects 
he may not set lim its as to how 
we may treat them. The attorney- 
general confirm s this in his opin­ 
ion. 
That m ay allow a much more 
satisfactory treatm ent of the re ­ 
lief problem. 
I take for granted 
th at 
the 


readers of the county papers all 
know th at the statem ents about 
returning "50%” of the 
relief 
load, or stopping all projects (as 
the O range county director 
a n ­ 
nounced, and got him self 
into 
plenty of trouble for saying so), 
or these threats about 
certain 
definite increases in the county 
tax loads, were simply 
propa­ 
ganda. The legislature is trying 
to protect local taxpayers. 
The 
adm inistrator 
knew 
definitely 
th at the figures in the bill were 
the ones for a starting discussion 
and th at we were w aiting for his 
com putations and the figuring of 
the supervisors' association. The 
fact 
th at 
this 
was 
definitely 
known, and that still this delib­ 
erate campaign of m isrepresenta­ 
tion was carried on, will also shed 
light on present conditions in the 
SRA. Each public hearing; each 
incident like that noted above; 
each report coming from 
t h e I 
field; the mem orandum from the 
SRA C hapter of the CSEA. m ake 
more and more people realize the 
necessity for the dissolution of 
the SRA and the handling of this 
problem 
like any 
other 
state 
problem. 


W hile waiting for action in the 
Assembly, on relief, the legisla­ 
ture has passed several bills in­ 
teresting to Riverside county. We 
rem oved the fee which has caus­ 
ed annoyance for our auto-dealer 
friends who have had to exchange 
motors, and we 
corrected 
the 
confusion regarding the fees for 
vehicles bought on contract 
by 
schools, fire departm ents or other 
agencies. We will shortly pass the 
bill rem oving the necessity 
of 
signing a contract not to tran s­ 
fer the ownership of property un­ 
der the aged aid act. There are 
im portant principles involved in 
that particular problem. 
It looks as if you’ll have 
at 
least one more “letter" from Sac­ 
ram ento, perhaps two!

EXPERT SPEAK 


Richard Graves, executive sec­ 
retary of the League of California 
Cities and who is vacationing in 
Palm Springs with his wife and 
family, following the close of the 
council m eeting W ednesday night 
discussed the work of his organ­ 
ization w ith the council. 


Mr. G raves pointed out that the 
League of California Cities is a 
"trade” organization for city gov­ 
ernm ents 
of 
California. 
T h e 
League publishes W estern City 
Magazine, a trade journal for city 
officials, and also issues a news 
letter. 


According to Mr. Graves, t h e 
League has two jobs to perform : 
(1) It is a research organization 
for cities; (2) It takes care of leg­ 
islation at Sacram ento in an ef­ 
fort to stop any legislation that 
m ight be detrim ental to the cit­ 
ies of the state and to get enact­ 
ed laws that help cities. He point­ 
ed out the fine 
w ork 
of

League of California Cities in 
com batting "Ham and Eggs” and 
the infamous "single tax.” 


According to the executive sec­ 
retary, the League is a clearing 
house of inform ation concerning 
city problem s and city affairs.

Gas Industry Pioneered 
Consumer Movement 


T 
HE dedication next week of the expanded western testing 
laboratories of the American Gas Association at Los Angeles 
focuses public attention on a movement which anticipated by 
many years today’s widely discussed consumer-industry move­ 
ment sponsored by various consumer 
grbups who are endeavoring to have 
the manufacturing industry give 
greater consideration to the specific 
needs and demands of the consumer. 
The gas industry In this country 
as far back as the readjustment 
period following the World War 
saw the need to recognize the con­ 
sumers’ problems in appliances. For 
years this industry had improved 
gradually that utilitarian standby 
of the housewife—the gas range. In 
the early nineteen twenties, leaders 
of the industry were not content 
with periodic improvement and de­ 
cided to establish rigid national 
standards of durability, safety and 
efficiency for the gas range and all 
other types of domestic appliances, 
and to persuade manufacturers to 
adhere to these standards. 


C o n s u lt P u b lic A g e n c ie s 
Ordinarily standards for manu­ 
factured products had been estab­ 
lished by a few leaders in various 
industries. 
But the gas industry 
was more progressive, and therefore 
ahead of its time; its leaders be­ 
lieved that standards should not be 
conceived according to industrial 
ideas alone, but by unbiased outside 
groups as well which would reflect 
the needs and desires of the Ameri­ 
can consumer. Consequently they 
called in authorities from such rep­ 
resentative organizations as the 
American Home Economics Asso­ 
ciation, the United States Bureau of 
Home 
Economics, 
the 
National 
Bureau of Standards, the United 
States Public Health Service and 
the National Safety Council, among 
others equally as important. 
By 1925 these groups working 


with the gas industry had set up 
advance requirements which gas 
appliances must meet if they were 
to be awarded the coveted seal of 
approval of the American Gas As­ 
sociation. 
Next, 
the 
association 
opened its first testing laboratories 
at Cleveland, Ohio. Here manufac­ 
turers had to submit their new 
models 
to exhaustive laboratory 
tests which determined whether or 
not they met the national standards. 


E x e r t s W id e Influence 
This movement of the gas indus­ 
try has grown in scope, in power 
and in its influence. Today the as­ 
sociation has an approval require­ 
ments 
committee 
and 
numerous 
subcommittees responsible for dif­ 
ferent phases of the work necessary 
to maintain the present high stand­ 
ards of gas appliances. More than 
300 individuals are members of 
these committees which meet fre­ 
quently during the year to consider 
changes and revisions to existing 
standards. And over 95 per cent of 
all gas appliances offered for sale 
throughout the United States and 
Canada bear the laboratory seal of 
approval. Thus the gas range, as 
one example, subjected to over 529 
tests, is in effect a product r esigned 
by the very persons who use it—the 
American housewives. 
While the laboratories at Los 
Angeles function for manufacturers 
in the western states, the labora­ 
tories at Cleveland will continue to 
serve manufacturers east of the 
Rockies. But of greater interest to 
the consumer is the fact that both 
large laboratories serve the inter­ 
ests of the users of gas appliances.

Date of the next chest clinic 
for Palm Springs was set for 
April at the meeting of the Palm 
Springs branch of the Riverside 
County Health and Tuberculosis 
Association held at the Hotel The 
Oasis Thursday noon. Plans for 
the clinic will be completed later. 
Annual reports for the period 
from January 1, 1939, to January 
1, 1940, were given by Mrs. Jack 
C. Hill, chairman; Miss Monica 
Finn, public health nurse, and 
by A. J. M. Gardiner, treasurer. 
Miss Finn's report showed that 
during the past year 81 persons 
had been examined at three chest 
clinics under the direction of Dr. 
F. M. Pottenger of Monrovia. Of 
this number, 40 were adults and 
41 were children. Skin tests to­ 
taled 77, of which 52 were nega­ 
tive and 25 positive. 
During the yearly period a to­ 
tal of $101 was spent by the local j 
branch for X-ray pictures, ac- ' 
cording to the treasurer’s report. 
X-rays are made for clinic cases 
by local doctors at cost, and the 
branch pays for these who are 
able to meet the expense them­ 
selves. The rest period in the 
school cost a total of $30.06. 
Sale of Christmas seals during 
the period from Thanksgiving to 
Christmas this year came to $500 
in addition to many donations. 
Money from the seal sale is sent 
to county headquarters. 25 per 
cent being returned to P a l m 
Springs for local work and the 
remainder being used for county, 
state and national work.

Traffic Study 


Encouraging 
The 
"Palm 
Springs Aerial 
Tramway” took another step 
closer to reality this week. Ac­ 
cording to reports, the trustees of 
the tramway fund this week re­ 
ceived a report from the engin­ 
eers who are making the study; 
and it is understood that the en­ 
gineers consider the report suffi­ 
ciently favorable to warrant con­ 
tinuation of the study, which

about six weeks. 
The trustees of the tramway 
fund are Francis F. Crocker,

The engineers first made

traffic survey and estimated the 
probable revenue that could be 
expected.

Coast Guard to 


Be Held In May 


The Treasury Department has 
advised 
Congressman 
Harry 
Sheppard’s office that they are 
holding a year competitive exam­ 
ination for appointments to ca­ 
detships in the United 
States 
Coast Guard to be held May 15 
and 16. 1940. This examination is 
open to all physically qualified 
boys throughout the 
U n i t e d 
States, between the ages of sev- 
teen and twenty-two years, who 
have the required moral quali­ 
fications and educational prepara­ 
tion. 
Successful completion of four 
years of cadetship leads to 
a 
commission and a career in the 
United States Coast Guard. The 
course 
of study at the Coast 
Guard Academy requires the 
completion of work well in ex­ 
cess of that ordinarily necessary 
for a bachelor of science degree 
from a civilian institution. While 
the course is mainly professional, 
sufficient time is given to purely 
cultural subjects. In addition to 
the time given to engineering and 
such professional subjects as sea­ 
manship and navigation, etc., the 
cadet specializes in maritime law 
and studies related to maritime 
economics and marine transpor­ 
tation. 
The course is designed to fit 
him for a commission in an or­ 
ganization which is charged pri­ 
marily with public safety and se­ 
curity on the seas. This includes 
the construction and maintenance 
of lighthouses and aids to navi­ 
gation generally, the training of 
licensed and unlicensed person­ 
nel of the merchant marine and 
enforcement of safety and other 
maritime laws. A corollary duty 
is preparation for national de­ 
fense as the coast guard becomes 
a part of the navy in time of war. 
Pay of a cadet while undergo­ 
ing instruction is $780 per year, 
plus an allowance for subsistence. 
After graduation a cadet is eligi­ 
ble for a commission in the roast 
guard as an ensign.

ranch worker, w as “resting" in

abandoned 
one-room 
shack 
near the highw ay w hen he was 
wounded. 
H e w as taken 
first 
to 
the 
Banning Hospital and then re­ 
m oved to the C om m unity hospi­ 
tal in Riverside, from w hich he 
w as recently released to go to 
San Bernardino. 


To Be W itness 


G oodw in w ill be a w itness in 
the trial of M ortimer Ward, des­ 
ert prospector who w as picked up 
at his cam p betw een Banning and 
Cabazon shortly after the shoot­ 
ing, on suspicion of being the man 
w ho entered the temporary hom e 
of G oodw in assertedly to rob him 
of groceries, a few hours before 
the shooting. 
Ward disclaim ed all know ledge 
of the shooting, but is said
